I guess that we all use Shell-scripts, 
otherwise known as procedure files, fairly 
frequently when using our 059 systea. Sure you 
do! The 'Startup 1 file is just one exaapie. Just 
about every software package sold by Tandy has 
soae fori of Shell-script to start it up. »ell, I 
will write about the use of Shell-scripts, and in 
particular, one of the programmes froa the 31 
disks froa the European Library, called Menu.

This is the Shell-script 1 use to alios a selection of coaaunication prograaaes. -First, it opens 
an overlay window, resets its working area and loads two prograaaes for its usj* One of these 
prograaaes is 'aenu'. Menu has a nuaber of possible paraaeter cosbinations;- 

aenu -? Cproapt] outputs a proapt and reads an input froa the keyboard, 
aenu -I becoaes an if... then line, wffiere X is one of the possible options. 
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menu -t special case of if, when no valid selection is Bade, like 'else' 
menu — equivalent to the end if statement. 



As you can see, I first printed in ay overlay 
a list of the selections available, with a number 
beside each. Then I used the lenu -? with the 
prompt 'Your Choice 1 . Note that no Question lark 
is used, as aenu will place that on the next line 
itself. Next, I did a series of if... then 
versions of the menu command. After each command 
I used a goto statement. The goto statement is 
also provided in the sase archive as menu, for 
those who are not yet using Shellplus version 
2.1. which has built-in goto and label functions. 

Each of the selections closes the overlay 
window, changes the data directory, and starts up 
the comms programme which I chose = with its 
input; output, and error paths redirected to /I. 
That is each except the baud rate selection, 
which clears the screen (of the overlay) and 
presents a selection of baud rates which can be 
used to set up the speed of the /T2 serial port, 
yhen a choice is made, the if... then statements 
will do the xsode /T2 baud=n for ne, which saves 
typing it on the coamand line beforehand. Uhen 
that selection is done, the Shell-script returns 



to the label 'start 1 , and re-presents the cons 
programme selections. 

You'll notice that after each of the cones 
program selections, there is a statement 'goto 
end\ That is necessary, because the Shell-script 
keeos running even when the sain comas programme 
is going, and when the conns progranne is 
finished, control returns to it. 

One snail note here, You'll find some of the 
goto commands have the '+' in front of the label 
name. Those are there so that the label will be 
looked for fros that point on , and not from the 
beginning of the Shell-script. 

well, I hope that this little snippet has 
whet your appetite for nore programme 
descriptions., and, indeed for the software 
itself. 1 will be discussing sore useful 
programmes fron the European library in the 
comino issues.

INTRODUCING THE HM/1 

In the April edition of the newsletter we included an article on one of the proposed new 
generation of 0S3/K computers; the Tomcat, by Frank Hogg Laboratories. This issue, we will introduce- 
to another contender in the 0S9/K stakes, the J1H/1 produced by Interactive Media Systems (IMS). 

The MM/1 is a 68000 (in its simplest tors) based coaputer that has been designed from the ground 
up as a vehicle for, aaongst other things. Compact Disk - Interactive (CD-I). This system is also 
known as nultinedia (ie video, sound and processing) and hence the naiie MM/i. 

Huch hype in the electronic media has surrounded the release of this Btachine, and those of you who 
have any contact with the US 0S3 community will surely have heard of its release by now. The 
following article is a transcript of an electronic conference that was held in the US on their CIS 
(Compuserv) network. 



Informal transcript of an Electronic 
Conference (on the US Cotpuserv Information 
System) on 25 July 1990, with Paul Hard of IMS, 
the company Baking the HH/1 .
